DR. ARTHUR REYNOLDS BACK; * 
‘TALKS OF HYGIENE ABROAD. 


Says Inspection of Animals for Tuber- 
culosis Will Be Continued—Why Con- 
nn Is Worse in Burope. 


Dr. Arthur R.. Reynolds, Health Commis- 
sioner, returned yesterday from England, 
where he had attended the sessions of the 
British Congress on Tuberculosis, at which 
Dr. Koch expounded his tuberculosis theory. 
Whether the tests which are to be made 
ot Koch’s theory that animal tuberculosis is 
not communicable to human beings succeed 
or not, according to Dr. Reynolds, the in- 
spection of animals by the Health depart- 
ment will continue, and those infected with 
tuberculosis will be condemned and disposed 
of as before. | 
“Bo long as I am Health Commissioner,” 
said Dr. Reynolds, the rigid inspection will 
continue. Animals infected with tubercu- 
losis will be disposed of. If the disease in 
communicated to human 
beings, yet the fact remains that an infected 
animal is unwholesome.

Semi-Official Explanation. 

semi-official note issued today says: 

“On Aug. 17 an arrangement concerning 
the various disputes between France and 
Turkey was effected with the Porte. The 
terms were drafted by the Ottoman Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, Tewfik Pasha, with the 
approval of the Sultan, who promised M. Con- 
stans, the French Ambassador to Constan- 
tinople, that the full text would be handed 
to him on Aug. 18. M. Constans telegraphed 
on Aug. 19 that none of the Porte’s promises 
had been fulfilled. 

On Aug. 21 M. Delcasse, the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, telegraphed M. Constans 
that in view of the complete disregard of its 
undertakings by Turkey, France was unable 
to continue the negotiations. M. Delcasse 
requested M. Constans to inform the Porte 
that he had received orders to leave Con- 
 stantinople. 

* M. Constans communicated this to the 
Porte on Aug: 23 and announced that he 
would depart on Aug.. 26. As none of the 
Porte’s promises had been kept, on that date 
M. Constans left Constantinople.“ 


Just Before the Rupture. 
A dispatch from Constantinople of yester- 
day’s date says the position preceding the 


Ambassador, and the Porte, was this: 

The Porte was showing a disposition to re- 

gard the French demands as settled by the 

irades referred to in yesterday’s dispatches 
providing for the payment of 700,000 francs 

($140,000) to the French Quays company as 

compensation for the company’s loss of rights 

for two years, and also the peyment of £27,000 

Turkish ($121,500) as compensation to a 
French subject whose land in Albania had 

been arbitrarily taken. 


France Makes Fresh Demands. 

The French Embassy, in order to preventa 
misunderstanding, sent a letter to Tewfik 
Pasha, the Turkish Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, pointing out that France also expected 
settlement of the two claims in behalf of 
Preach subjects, which M. Constans in his 
note of Aug. 11 had included, and stating that 
unless these were conceded M. Constans 
would leave Constantinople and Munir Bey, 
the Turkish Ambassador to France, would 
receive his passports.

He rang the doorbell 
of the Green residence, entered, and then led 
the Mttle girl a block down the street to a 
carriage that was waiting. The carriage cur- 
tains were drawn and two other men were 
ingide. Margaret was lifted in and then en- 
sued a chase and an hour’s excitement that 
stirred the whole of Edgewater. No one 
knew the kidmaper’s identity. 

Before the carriage had gone half a block 
the alarm was given. A score of persons liv- 
in in the street were in hot pursuit. A city 
laborer seized a heavy iron wrench, jumped 
on a bicycle, and sped after the fleeing 


vehicle. 
: Police in Hot Pursuit. 

The patrol wagon of the Summerdale Po- 
lice Station, which had been notified of the 
kidnaping by telephone, came at a gallop, 
filled with policemen. They took up the 
trail at Foster avenue, and, aided by citizens 
who had seen the closed carriage go tearing 
past, kept up a hot Pursuit. But the car- 
Mage with the kidnaped girl inside had too 
great a start. 

Only one of the crowd that tried to overtake 
the fleeing party caught up with it. The 
laborer, who had heard Mrs. Green’s screams, 
forced his bicycle alongside the carriage and 
prepared to attack the men who were holding 
the girl. Just as he was preparing to strike 
one ot the men in the vehicle drew a revoiver 
and shouted: 
* Get back, there; I am an officer!”

Tyler meanwhile had W that nis 
daughter was at the house of Mrs. Green, 
and he instructed Burkhard to drive to 
within a block of the Green residence and 
wait there with the constable for a signal to 
come nearer. Burkhard obeyed. A minute 
later two girls ran out of the house. Then 
Mrs. Green appeared and started for a 
ncighbor’s house to give the alarm. Then 
Tyler came, leading the little child by the 
hand. Burkhard drove the carriage nearer 
and Margaret was lifted in. Then the chase 
began. 
. Recalled the Pony’s Picture. 

Mr. Tyler was still in possession of his 


‘child last night, and it is not Known that Mr. 


Wait will seek to recover her. Mr. Tyler told 
of the kidnaping as follows: 

„I did not take the child forcibly. Had she 
expressed a desire to stay at the place I 
would have left her. When I first spoke to 
her she did not recognize me, but she mani- 
fested no fear. I asked her if she did not re- 
member Papa Bert,? and when she shook 
her head slowly I showed her a picture of her- 
self as a 3-year-old child, with the pony 
„Trixie,“ which .I had given her. 

„That picture was instantly recalled, and 
with it came the memory of Papa Bert.“ 
and she threw her arms around my neck. 
All the guardians in the world or their friends 
couldn’t have taken her from me then, and I

“I didn’t remember you, papa, inter- 
jected the child, “ but I remembered that

At one time a dying desperado in this city 


confessed to the murder, but it was after- 
ward believed that the man did this merely 
to attract interest. At another time, 
tailor in Omaha, in his expiring delirium, 
confessed that he was guilty of the crime, 
but this also was ascertained to be mere 
babbling. The truth was, the case was so 
interesting that it attracted general atten- 
tion, and even criminals were excited by it. 
The general belief in Omaha was that the 
crime was the work of some one who ex- 
pected to secure a large sum of money. 


Mrs. Poor came to Chicago a year or two 


later and took up the study of medicine for 
the purpose of diverting her mind, which was 
too deeply concentrated upon her sorrow, 


Graduates with Honors. 
She was graduated with honors from the 


Woman's Medical College, and formed a last- 
ing friendship with some of the leading 
women physicians of the eity. Mrs. Poor is 
possessed of a good deal of property, both 
in Omaha and Chicago, and has managed it 
with skill. She is said, indeed, to be a woman 
of unusual mental ability, but of late has 
concentrated herself upon the effort to follow 
a clew, real or imaginary. It is generally be- 
lleved that she has been laboring under the 
affliction of a fixed idea.

The pen- 
alty is a fine of $100 to $1,000.

SHERIFF’S PO SSE KILLS NEGRO. 


Fugitive Fires on Pursuers, Wounding 
- One—Is Chased Into a Mill Pond 
and Shot to Death. 


Elba, Ala., Aug. 27. McLeod, a 
negro, wanted in Henry County on two 
criminal charges, was killed here this after- 
‘noon by a Sheriff's posse. 

Sheriff Knight, accompanied by two depu- 
ties and John Cole, a negro, who had located 
McLeod, went toarrest him. McLeod ran 
out of his house with a pistol and a rifle 
and shot the negro, Cole, who probably will 
die. 
A posse was organized and McLeod was 
soon located a mile from town in a mill pond, 
up to his neck in water. As he was raising 
his rifle to fire on the posse several shots 
were fired at his head, killing him instantly.

The continued movement of currency from 
New York to the interior leads to a general 
expectation that the bank statement will be 
poor for several weeks.

The perpetual menace of . over - 
production forces the foreign manufacturer to seek 
markets abroad., On the well-known principle that 
it pays to keep all his forces employed and all his 
niilie at work to their full capacity, if a living profit 
can be had on the majority of the output ty selling 
the surplus at cost or below, he is ever looking fora 
place to dump the cleaning up of his factories. 
This is no new practice, nor is it an ex- 
Glusively European practice. American 
manufacturers who are able to produce in 
excess of the home demand have been in the 
habit of selling some of their surplus stocks 
at cost or below in countries. This 
has enabled them to work their way into 
foreign markets, often to the great discom- 
fiture of their foreign competitors. When 
the American manufacturers began putting 
in practice lessons learned on the other side 
of the ocean they denied that they were 
doing so. Many of them are ready now to 
admit that they sell goods abroad for lower 
prices than are asked for the same goods 
here, and they argue that this method of 
Going business is ip every way expedient. 

There. are some persons who do not ap- 
prove of this system of higher home prices 
and lower foreign prices. They have rec- 
ommended that tariff duties be lowered to 
eut off part of the excess in the home price. 
To this Senator Depew will not consent. 
He says if this were done foreign manufac- 
turers would be enabled to flood American 
markets with their surpluses, and either hold 
them or compel American manufacturers to 
cut wages so as to be able to make goods 
morecheaply. . 

Huropean manufacturers are arguing

their governments that the home markets

| THE GAELIC BEVIVAL, 

The meeting of the Gaelic league at the 
Auditorium this week called attention to 
one of the most interesting developments 
in the struggle for Irish independence. In 
these days when the tendency’ has seemed 
to be toward bringing the ends of the earth 
together, when provincialism is said to be 
about to merge into cosmopolitanism; when 
men have begun to look forward to a uni- 
versal language, this attempt to resuscitate 
the Irish tongue seems like a defiaace of 
world forees and an attempt to set up again 
those national barriers which prevent the 
unification of the human race. 4 

It is easy, however, to understand the 


thou- 


reasons which have led the Irish to under- 


take the study of their ancient language. 
There is in the first plaice the instinctive 
love for what is one’s own and for what, be- 
sides, is beautiful, That the Gaelic is beau- 
titul no one who knows it denies. It is 
said to be peculiarly well adapted to the 
conveying of emotional and religious senti 
ment, in confirmation of which one often 
hears quoted the saying Of one of the Dukes 
of “Argyll that to address his sovereign he 
would choose English, to address the lady 
of his affections French, but to address his 
God Gaelic. | 

But it is not only regard and affection 
for the past that commends the study of 
Trish. It is a far more practical, even if 
equally legitimate, feeling. The revival of 
a national language is the forging of a 
national weapon for use against what Mr. 
Thomas O'Donnell calls poisonous English 
literature” and the “ ubiquitous, soulless 
Saxon.” It is supposed, and reasonably, 
that nothing could do more to separate Eng- 
land and Ireland than a diversity of tongues. 
The Tower of Babel was not able to survive 
that affliction. Ever since the year 1367, 
when the law attempted to forbid the use 
of Gaelic, the Irish have gradually ceased 
to speak their mother tongue. For a long 
time, however, the ancient language showed 
great vitality. A hundred years ago it 
was still spoken by a majority of Irish- 
Today, however, not more than a 


men. 
million inhabitants of the island are able 
to the language in which is buried the 


best thought of their race. | 
The accents in which spoke Ireland’s poets 
and missionaries, her chief pride, ave heard 
no longer. The Gaelic Ossian might say 
again, “I passed through the halls of 
Balclutha, and they were desolate.” It 
is this impending extinction of the best 
means of enforcing and perpetuating the 
solidarity of the Irish nation that has aroused 
the Irish leaders. A nation should guard 
its language,” says one of them, “ more than 
its territories; it is a surer barrier than 
fortress or river.“ Aud it was Redmond 
who protested not long ago against the 
“gradual anglicization” of his country. 
It is the progress of the English languag:, 
and with it of English modes of thinking, 
that offers today one of the greatest dan- 
gers to the spread of the feeling ot Irish 


separateness: 
It is to this danger that we now 
have the Lea for Gaelic Study, with 200 


branches, and that every effort is being made 
to encourage the establishment of the 
lingual schools. If the Irish people, as a 
whole, spoke Irish the result would be, of 


Pe 


course, that the Englishman would seem 


more than ever before a stranger and an 
alien, while his government would assume 


Still more strongly the appearance of a for- 


eign yoke. The outcome of the matter will be 
ot the greatest interest,.for the Gaelic re- 
vival has more than its antiquarian aspect. 
It is a political force. 


AMERICAN ARTISTS IN LONDON, . 
George H. Boughton, the American artist 

and member of the Royal Academy, has 
written entertainingly for a New York 
pone on the status of American painters in 
London. He laughs at the idea that an 
American artist has to live down any preju- 
dice in England before he can have h fair 
chance to succeed. He says his experience 
has been of the contrary kind. The chief 
difficulty of American painters has been to 
live up to the high estimation in which they 
are held by British artists and art critics. 
He cites the cases of Whistler, Sargent, and 
Abbey—and his own belongs in the same 
category—as showing that Americans of 
ability are held in high regard and are ac- 
corded Honors as freely as Englishmen. 

Striking confirmation of Mr. Boughton's 
statement is found in the recent selection of 
an American artist, Mr. Edwin A. Abbey, 
to execute the great historic painting of the 
coronation of Edward VII. If there were 
any insular prejudice in British art eireles 
it is not likely that an American would have 
been chosen to make a picture so distinctive- 
ly British in its nature. It is clear that Mr. 
Abbey was given this important commission 
solely because he was reggrded as the best 
man to do the work. Mr. Boughton is cor- 
rect in saying that the British art world is 
above judging a man’s work by his na- 
tionality. 

Mr. Abbey’s great canvas will represent 
the scene at the moment of the crowning, 
with the King, the Queen, and the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury in the foreground, and 
with portrait representations of all the lead- 
ing statesmen and Generals now eminent 
in England. The Ambassadors of the vari- 
ous great nations also will have a place in 
the picture, as well as many other persons 
whose names are less familiar to Americans. 
Bach figure will be a portrait from life. 
The labor of creating such a painting is as 
enormous as the honor of being selected to

FIRST MUNICIPAL TELEPHONES. 

An event of unusual interest from a mu- 
nicipal standpoint occurred about the be- 
ginning of this month at Tunbridge Wells, 
England. It was the first formal opening 
in Great Britain of a municipal telephone 
system. 

The observance marked the climax -of 
efforts which were begun five years ago 
by the authorities of Tunbridge Wells for 
better and cheaper telephone service, and, 
although there were but 340 subscribers at 
the start, that was twice the number of the 
old company, and the new enterprise ex- 
pects large recruits in the near future. 

The municipal service covers an area of 
229 square miles, with a population of 
70,000, and includes forty-six villages, which 
are thus for the first time brought into 
telephonic communication with each other. 
The equipment is of the best, and the charge 
is $29 for unlimited service. The old com- 
pany in its efforts to cripple its rival has 
reduced its charge from $40 to $20. The 
municipal system was constructed under the 
direction of Mr. A. R. Bennett, Superin- 
tendent of the municipal telephone system of 
Glasgow. 

The Scottish scheme—which is being 
watched with wide interest—has 5,000 sub- 
scribers on its books, one-fifth being already 
connected, and the formal opening will oc- 
eur shortly. Portsmouth is nearly ready to

WORK OF THE WEATHER BUREAU. 

The officials of the United States Weather 
bureau, now in convention at Milwaukee, 
have not assembled to formulate a reply 
to all the jokes of the newspaper wits con- 
cerning mistakén weather p ictions, 
though Professor Moore's report might 
serve as an answer to some of his critics. 
The report shows an encouraging extension 
of the field of observation and a corre- 
sponding improvement in the appliances at 
the older stations. ‘The changes for the 
better that have been made since the first 
convention of this kind, held in 1898, justify 
Mr. Moore’s faith in the practical value 
of these conferences of experts. 

In the last three years twenty-six new 
stations have been established, including 
ten in the West Indies, while more than 
thirty of the older stations have deen 
equipped with new apparatus. Within the 
coming year all the remaining stations will 
be furnished with automatic instrumen 
The most important advance, however, is 
that looking toward the earlier prediction 
of great storms at sea. The chief object 
of the Weather bureau is to guard the ocean 
and lake marine from disaster rather than 
to predict local showers in Chicago or else- 
where. In this work there has been notable

The arrangement for receiving daily re- 
ports from England, the west coast of Eu- 
rope, and the Azores extends*the bureau’s 
scope across the Atlantic, The West In- 
dian stations are valuable for giving warn- 
ing of hurricanes from the southeast. The 
daily reports from points along the Mexi- 
can coast perform a similar service in case 
of storms from the southwest. The only 
point remaining to be covered is that of 
the Caribbean region on the north coast 
of South America. From thie direction 
come many of the worst storms that strike 
New Orleans, Galveston, and the gulf coast 


come without warning. Professor Moore 
should not rest content until the circuit 
of outlying stations to the south includes 
several on the coasts of Colombia and Vene- 
zuela.

Some 
sharp turns in the roade would have made 
the running at full speed risky, 80 they 
decided to race on three Newport streets 
which suited their purposes admirably. 
Owners of property on these streets up- 
pealed to the City Council to prevent this 
conversion of their streets, on which it is 
unlawful to travel faster than ten miles 
an hour, into automobile racetracks. The 
Council did not wish to offend the million- 
aires. An appeal to the Police department 
was equally fruitless. It refused to pre- 
vent the racing, but said that if any or- 
dinances were broken the offenders would 
be prosecuted under the ordinances, 


They were ready to pay fines, which would 
be but a trifle, so they could have their 
fun. As a last resort, Professor Alexander 
Agassiz and other property-owners went 
to the courts. They determined to see 
whether millionaires could not be enjoined 
as well as working people. They got their 
restraining order and there will be no races 
this week at least. | 

This is government by injunction,” but 
probably nobody except the millionaires 
whose pleasure has been interfered with 
will find fault with the action of the court.

FUTURE OF POLITICAL PABTIES. 

Charles A. Conant sets forth in the Sep- 
tember Atlantic the theory that the great 
political parties in the United States and 
in Europe are about to take sides upon 
new issues. The reorganization of par- 
ties throughout the world, he believes, will 
be along the lines of imperial expansion 
on the one hand and state socialism on 
the other.” 

The problems of the future are economic. 
It is needful that one great party in the 
United States should stand for the compact 
internal organization and the wide com- 
mercial expansion that will enable us to 
hold our share of the world’s markets. It 
is equally important, this writer says, that 
another great party shall stand for personal 
liberty and equality of opportunity at home, 
which may be threatened by the concentra- | 
tion of wealth in a few hands. Mr. Con- 
ant’s idea is that in the English-speaking 
nations the Republican and Conservative 
parties will champion a strong and aggres- 
sive national government, while the Demo-. 
cratic‘and Liberal parties will seek to main- 
tain individual rights through various meas- 
ures of state socialism. He believes these 
to be the logical and healthful lines of 
party cleavage. One party will guard 
equality of economic opportunity for the | 
nation and the other will guard it for the 
individual. | . 

If Mr. Conant’s theory be correct, then 
neither the Liberal party in England nor 
the Democratic, party in America has yet 
found itself. He admits that Bryanism is 
only a blind groping after the real issue, 
and that if the Democrats should nominate 
Gorman or Olney for President in 1904 
this would be a still further masking of 
the real direction in which the party is 
traveling. He thinks the results of the 
Mayoralty elections in Cleveland and Toledo 
are truer signs of the times, indicating “a 
Bryanism modified and readjusted along 
socialistic lines.”

The great trouble in Great Britain ie that 
the laws in the mother country and the col- 
onies do not correspond, so that a man who 
is a bigamist or worse in London may be re- 
ceived in the highest social circles in some of 
the dependencies of Great Britain. 

As illustrating the impossibility of reaching 
any uniformity in divorce laws, a brief sum- 
mary of some of the more important feat- 
ures may serve. Thus, in the republic of Ar- 
gentina, in South America, divorce is un- 
known, though ite place is taken by what ie 
called a personal seperation,” based on 
any one of a number of causes, including 
cruelty and ill-treatment. Under the laws of 
the republic no widow can remarry for ten 
months after the death of her husband, or 
after securing a personal separation.” 

In Austria-Hungary no divorces are allowed 
between Catholics. Before even separations 
are allowed the parish priest is obliged to 
try his best to affect a reconciliation. Di- 
vorce between Jews may be had by mutual 
consent, and in the case of Greek Orientale, 
where “ irreconcilable hatred is considered 
to lead to tragic resulta. 

In Japan the causes of divorce are all in 
favor of the husband and against the wife. 
Thus, one of the principal causes is the die- 
obedience of a wife to the commands of her 
husband's parents. Again, if a woman showe 
any signs of jealousy her husband may put 
her away, and a petition for divorce will

Many Naturalized Voters. 
There are 118,025 foreign born males of 
voting age in 1900 in Missouri, and of this 
number 69.8 per t are reported as being 
naturalized. Of 43,604 males of this 
class in Montana in 1000 60.3 per cent are 
naturalised, and of the 91,1380 in Nebraska 
50.6 per cent are naturalized. In Nevada 
there are 7,187 foreign born males of voting 
age in 1900, and in New Hampshire 34,888, 
52.8 per cent of those in the former State 
and 40.2 per cent in the latter being nat- 
‘uraljized. 
Of the total number of males of voting age 
in Nebraska 2.5 per cent are illiterate, while 
in Montana 5.8 per cent, in Missouri 7 per 
cent, in New Hampshire 7.9 per cent, and in 
2 12.8 per cent of this class are illit- 
erate. 


FIGHT IN COURT FOR PRISONER. 


Blows Before Justice Hall—Non- 
Suit Is the Cause. 8 


Constables from Justice Wolff's court and 
the Deering street police clashed yesterday 
morning over the possession of a prisoner in 
Justice Hall’s courtroom at the Harrison 
Street Station. The opposing forces pulled 
and tugged at the prisoner, and in the strug- 
gle benches were overturned and much ex- 
citement caused. A fight seemed imminent 
until Justice Hall ordered the room cleared. 

The trouble arose over the possession of 
Frank Hardy, one of four men charged with 
conspiracy to destroy two South Side stone 
yards by dynamite. Hardy, Joseph Hayes, 
Michael Fitzgerald, and Garry Noonan were 
taken before Justice Hall, and Attorney J. R. 
Burres, who is conducting the prosecution, | 
asked the court to non-suit the cases. When 
the prisoners were leaving the dock consta- 
bles confronted them with new warrants 
issued by Justice Wolff. This made the police 
angry and they refused to surrender the 
men. After the row the men were ta to 
Justice Wolff's court in charge of both police- 
men and constables. 

There the attorney for the defense asked 
for a continuance. After a warm debate be- 
tween the attorneys over the validity of the 
complaints, the cases were set for Sept. 6.
